DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 5, the use of the language "a mirror lens" is confusing. It is unclear 
whether the above mentioned language is referring to the previous mirror lens recited in claim 1 , 
line 3 or to a completely different mirror lens. 

In claim 1, line 8, "the ledge" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

In claim 3, lines 1-2, the use of the language "a ledge" is confusing. It is unclear whether 
the above mentioned language is referring to the previous ledge recited in claim 1, line 8 or to a 
completely different ledge. 

In claim 8, line 2, "the reflective lens" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dawson 
et al ('223). 

To the extent the claims are definite, Dawson et al discloses a mirror head assembly 
comprising a housing (2), the housing having a peripheral wall into which is mountable a mirror

lens (35), the peripheral wall having at least one slot (16-18) formed therein; the mirror lens 
having a peripheral edge; at least one tab (26-28) formed on the peripheral edge of the lens and 
outwardly projecting therefrom; wherein the tab fits into the slot to attach a ledge to the housing, 
wherein the lens comprises a plastic (see column 3, lines 12-14), wherein the ledge defines a seat 
for the lens (see Fig. 1), the peripheral wall extending upwardly from the ledge (see Fig. 1). Note 
figures 1-4 along with the associated description thereof. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 4, 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dawson 
et al ('223). 

Dawson et al discloses all of the subject matter claimed, note the above explanation, 
except for a gasket in which envelops the slot and the tab. 

It is well known to use gaskets in which envelops the outer peripheral edges of a head 
assembly for the purpose of preventing fogging. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the slots and tabs of the head assembly of Dawson et al to include 
an exterior gasket in order to prevent moisture from penetrating through the any openings in the 
housing. 

As to the limitations of claim 5, it is well known that goggles include head straps and 
such means would also be capable of being temporally mounted to a shaft. 
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7. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: reference numeral 
16, disclosed on page 4 of the specification, has not been properly labeled. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

8. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: Reference numeral 
32, shown in figures 4 and 5, lacks a proper written description. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference 
character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
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be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

9. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "20" has been used to designate both open end and ledge. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121*(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

10. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the means for mounting, the 
mounting shaft and the gasket must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."
